New York, Oct. 14.—[Special.]—All ablaze 
’gmidships, with crew and passengers fight- 
ing over the life preservers and boats, the 
stedmboat Nutmeg State of the Bridgeport 
une lay in the sound, a mile off Sands Point, 
at 6 o'clock this morning. 

Ot the 100 persons on board eight undoubt- 
edly are dead, two of them passengers. A 
#omplete examination of the charred bulk 
tomorrow may increase the mumber of those 
who perished to ten or twelve. 

The other passengers and members of the 
crew were rescued by the steamer City of 
Lawrence, the tug William F. Reed, J. 
Roger Maxwell's steam yacht Kismet, and 
rowboats from the shore. 

~~ Cowardice and brutality marked the burn- 
ing of the Nutmeg State, a score of the 
freight handlers wresting life buoys from 
the passengers and thrusting back women 
and children in their rush to the boats, which 
they could not even launch ere so mad 
‘were they with fear. |

To Patrol Beach for Dead. 
It is believed that mere bodies will be 
found along the beach tomorrow after the 
tide comes in. The shore for several miles 
will be thoroughly. patrolled, 

The Nutmeg State lies with its nose on 
the beach at Old Hen Point at the mouth of | 
the Hempstead Harbor. At a late hour to- 
night the upper works were entirely burned 
away down to the metal bottom, but the 
woodwork inside was still blazing fiercely. 

It was impossible to board the vessel to 
make a search for bodies. At high tide, 
which rises 6 feet 5 inches there, the inte- 
rior of the huli will be flooded and the fire 
extinguished.

BiG PROSTS ALARIE 


LEADERS HOLD AW IMPORTANT 
MEETING IN NEW YORK. 


Forty of the Big Industrial Combina- 
tions Gather to Discuss the Plans of 
the Comariseion About to Investi- 
gate the New Jersey Corporations— 
Some Interesting Developments 

Expected—Some of the Stockhold- 

ers Worried Over the Outlook. 


New York, Oct. 14.—[(Spectal.}]—There was 
a meeting on Friday night at the Hoffman 
liouse of representatives of nearly all the 
big industrial trusts in the United States to 
discuss the plans of the industrial commis- 
sion to investigate New Jersey corpora- 
tions. 

More than forty corporations were repre- 
sented, and of the sixty-two persons pres- 
ent seventeen were lawyers. It was evi- 
dent from the conversation of those who 
attended the meeting that the officials of 
the trusts believed it necessary to agree 
upon a line of action. 

Subpeenas were served upon managers of 
the leading trusts of the country some days 
ago to appear before the commission ip 
Washington on Monday and give an ac- 
counting in regard to their methods of con- 
ducting business. 

Inquiries made by some of these trust 
men as to the purposes of the commission 
elicited the information that few if any of 
these combinations maintain offices, or even 
agents, in the States where their franchises 
are taken out, and, as a result, the stock- 
holders have no means of getting informa- 
tion to use as a basis of protecting them- 
selves and overthrowing a dishonest man- 
agement should the occasion present itself. 


Law Not Closely Observed. 
| While many larger corporations have 
| been organized in Delaware, West Virginia, 
New York, and several other States, the 
chief home of the trusts is New Jersey. The 
industrial commission, however, after a 
careful search, found that scarcely any of 


stock and transfer books and lists of stock- 
holders have been hastily gathered up from 
all parts of the United States and are shipped 
with a speed and in a quantity into the State 
of New Jersey that will certainly prove a 
source of revenue to the transportation com~- 
panies, if to no one else. 

Many of these officials, who are to testify 
next week, will, it is reported, answer 
promptly that their stock and transfer 
books are in the State of New Jersey, and 
that everything is being done regularly. 
But when they are asked the question as to

Theodore Thomas, conductor of the Chi- 
cago Orchestra, narrowly escaped fatal in- 
jury yesterday. As it was, he received a 
wound that will confine him to his bed for 
scveral days. | 

He conducted a private rehearsal of the 
orchestra at the Auditorium in the fore- 
noon. A few minutes before the end of the 
rehearsal an fron bolt dropped from the 
loft above the stage. It hit the floor within 
n foot of Mr. Thomas, and, bounding back, 
struck him in the face. 

The resounding noise of the falling iron 


turned to see what had happened. The ‘ron, 
after striking Mr. Thomas, had bounded off 
again into the wings. Two small streams 


hastened to his aid. 

I am not badly hurt.“ he said, but we 
will not continue the rehearsal any further 
today.” 

Several of the musicians ran for a doctor. 

Others sought to stanch the wound with 

handkerchiefs. 

We have sent for a doctor,” said one. 
“Do you think it necessary?” said Mr. 

Thomas, calmly, holding a handkerchief over 

his right eye. 

Dr. Reani Examines Wounds. 

Dr. Ream arrived from the Auditorium Ho- 
tel a few minutes later and examined the 
two wounds. One was a gash in the right 
cheek under the eye. The ether and more 
serious wound seemed to have been made 
by the head of the bolt. The bone above the 
right eyebrow was laid bare for more than 
an inch and the brow dropped over the eye. 
lt was at first thought the eye was injured, 
if not actually put eut.

“I think not,” said Dr. Ream tentatively. 
“Then I will not lose my eye?”

When the wounds were stanched it was 
Yound that the injuries were made both 
above and below the delicate structure ef 
the eye.

Ream, when he had satisfied himself as 
the extent of the injuries. | 


Eyes Gaved by Glasses. 

Mr. Thomas was wearing glasses of a sort 
that served fortunately to protect his eyes. 
They were steel-rimmed and of half width— 
the kind to be looked over when one raises 
his eyes from reading. Had they been of 
the ordinary sort the glass would have been 
so wide that it would have broken by the 
bolt and the fragments most likely would 
have struck the eyeball. As it was, the 


was bent and twisted, and the bridge of 
Mr. Thomas’ nose was cut by it. 
The bolt was one that belonged to the up- 
machinery of the heavy iron stage cur- 
tain. It fell from a height of sixty feet. It 
weighed nearly two pounds. Had it struck 
Mr. Thomas on the head in falling from that 
height, Dr. Ream said, it would have caused 
death. When the distance was measured

Closing of Lake Superior and High 
Freight, Rates May Attract 
‘Vesgele to Chicago. 


Chicagioo vessel-owners, agents, and ship- 
pers are watching with intense interest the 
fight to contnol lake tonnage now going on 
at Cleveland between John D. Rockefeller 
and the agents of Andrew Carnegie, who 
has threatened to build during the coming 
winter five freight steamers of over 4,000 
tons each to carry iron ore on the lakes and 
take the place of boats now carrying ore 
under charter.

The rules gen“ 
erally accepted as the creations of the ” 
lish Marquis were framed by George W, 
Atkinson of the Sporting Life t London, 
England, for contests of endurance. | 

Billy Madden, who was managing John 
L. Sullivan when Sullivan fought Tug Wil- 
son in Madison Square Garden, New York, 
announced that the bout would be under 
Queensberry rules and applied the Atkinson 
code to the contest. Since that time these 
rules have borne the Marquis of Queens 
berry’s brand, but they are undoubtedly 
-counterfeit. The rules really framed by the 
Marquis of Queensberry were intended 
govern contests between amateurs and art 
entirely different from the so-called Queens 
berry code, The statement that straight 
Queensberry rules are to govern the Jeffries 
Sharkey contest will therefore engender 
some interest. 

In my opinion, boxing with one arm freq 
borders more on the rough and tumble fight 
than it approaches the limits of legitimate 
boxing. Science, according to the observa; 
tions I have taken, is discarded and brule 
force and slugging appear to be the 
dominating features. I am unquestionably 
in favor of boxing with a clean break; even 
then contestants are supposed to be on their 
guard, roady to give or take punishment 
Auring the remainder of the round.

Coach Woodruff in His Weekly Chat 
Discusses the Good Scores Being 
Made Against the Big Teams by 
some of the Smaller Colleges—He 
Also Dwelie on the Enforcement of 

- Eligibility Rules—Why It Is Lax in 


[BY GEORGE W. WOODRUFP.] 

Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The 
interested public cannot be expected to un- 
derstand the real inwardness of certain mis- 
takes and plays and situations which make 
and mar the records of our so-called great 
football teams. I use thé expression so- 
called advisedly, because there is no abso- 
lute reason to believe the teams of the larger 
universities should be necessarily better than 
those of the smaller colleges. 

To begin with, the more conspicuous, col- 
lege is for its success in athletics the more 
minutely do its competitors scan the eligibil- 
ity of its athletes. It is a well-known fact 
that many of our smaller institutions, by a 
careful use of inducements, sometimes legit- 
imate, more often questionable, may and 
often do bring together an aggregation of 
players which, viewed from the athletic 
standpoint, might be called super-excellent. 
It would be foolish to mention the names 
of such institutions. They do this, and make 
no vociferous denial of it. Their opponents 
make no protest, so long as the strong ma- 
terial, thus questionably drawn together, 
is unable to do more than furnish close and 
exciting games, but woe betide the small 
college, with a team doubtful as to eligibil- 
ity, which becomes a real rival of the large 
universities. From that time onward such 
a college is suspected, and demands are made 
from it more strenuous and more strenuous- 
ly. than from institutions which have been 
charter members of the athletic nobility 
from the time our colleges began to take 
athletics seriously. 


Cites Case of Pennsy 


The Universityr of Pennsylvania furnishes 
an example in point. It is a well known fact 
that until within six years past Pennsyl- 
vania partisans never more than hoped to do 
well against the great teams, and, though 
she belonged to the Intercollegiate Football 
association—Yale, Harvard, Princeton, 
Pennsylvania, and Wesleyan—she was forced 
to content herself fighting out last place with 
Wesleyan. Thus Pennsylvania was ac- 
counted one of the small teams, and thonght 
little of eligibility rules or the kind of men 
who represented her on the football team. 
This carelessness was not due to a lack of 
bona fide and gentlemanly individual play- 
ers on the team nor to an absence of alumni 
who were interested in Pennsylvania's wel- 
ware and who were anxious that her reputa- 
tion should be above reproach. It was due 
simply to the fact that her team was an un- 
important one in the eyes of the athletic 
world. Nobody thought of calling her to 
account, and the slight smirches on the 
amateur record of her questionable athletes 
escaped the notice of interested graduates 
just as the soiled hands and smirched faces 
of picnicking children are overlooked by in- 
dulgent parents. But when Pennsylvania 
began to seem formidable in the early 908 
the critical attention of her opponents was 
excited, and her graduates, together with 
all interested in her success, became watch- 
ful of the integrity of athletes representing 
her. In fact, it is proper to acknowledge 
that in the days when Pennsylvania had 
practically no chance of winning from Yale, 
Princeton, or Harvard, she paid little atten- 
tion to the bona fides of her team. In this 
she was doing the great teams no harm, and 
was doing nothing contrary to the eus 
tomary methods of her real fivais, the 
smaller teams. Just as soon as she adopted 
‘and enforced proper and strict eligibility 
rules her teams became more effective, and 
she became the actual rival of those insti- 
tutions which had formerly failed to con- 
sider her worthy of attention. 


Are Watched with Jealous Eyes. 


From the existence of these rules, coupled 
with the fact that the faculty watches ath- 
letes with a jealous eye, and that Pennsy!l- 
vania’s rivals are even more watchful, the 
public should see that the chances are 
strongly in favor of purity of athletics at 
Pennsylvania. In fact, we may confidently 
challenge. criticism of our athletes and our 
athletics. If anybody is inclined to believe 
that our best men came to Pennsylvania to 

ay football, I would call attention to Carl 

illiams, Brooke, Wharton, Uffen- 

heimer, Boyle, Bull, Gelbert, Morice, and 
the Dickson boys, all of whom remained at 
Pennsylvania one or more years after be- 
coming ineligible for the team. Can any 
other university name so many prominent 
players who have continued study after be- 
coming ineligible for football? On the con- 
trary, I have one university in mind from 
which almost as long and prominent a list 
could be written of players who didn’t con- 
sider it necessary to continue study or the 
pretense of study after Thanksgiving day of 
their last year in college. Indeed, one of 
Pennsylvania’s most noted graduates and 
advisers, who is likewise famed for his good 
old Anglo-Saxon belligerency towards those 
who take it upon themselves to mind other 
people's business without a proper knowl- 
edge of said affairs, struck the keynote of 
Pennsylvania sentiment in a message which 
he sent to a rabid enemy of Pennsylvania. 
It came about in this way. This graduate of 
X University had taken occasion upon a 
steamer, returning from Europe, to revile 
Pennsylvania at great length—not in the 
presence of the Pennsylvanian, of course— 
and among other things, as corroborative of 
his opinions, had asserted definitely that a 
certan famous guard had played six years on 
the Pennsylvania team. This statement, 
like all his others, was absolutely untrue, 
and anybody who had followed football even 
superficially would have known it. 
X—onian’s remarks were repeated to the 
Pennsylvanian and the latter said, not with- 
out some righteous indignation: “ Please 
give Mr. X my compliments and tell him he 
is either a fool or a liar, and from the evi- 
dence I am inclined to think he is both.’ 


Good Showing of Smaller Colleges. 


But let us return to the subject of the dif- 
ference between the large and the small 
teams. Suppose, as sometimes happens, a 
team which is expected to do well because 
of the records of its predecessors must be 
made up of green material, and suppose such 
a team meets an active, well-drilled oppo- 
nent early in the season. The score is some- 
times close, and sometimes such a team 
might even be beaten by an opponent which 
is not in the same class. This we have seen 
exemplified by the Yale-Brown score of 
1895, which was 6 to 6, and again by that of 
1807, when Brown made three touchdowns 
to Yale's two touchdowns and a goal, Yale 
winning by a score of 17 to 14, which was 
even a worse showing than 6 to6. Again, 
look at the Princeton-West Point game of 
last year, which resulted in a tie, or the 
Princeton-Annapolis game this year, 5 to 0, 
or the Pennsylvania-Brown game this fall, 
6 to 6. Then, again, it may happen that a

Everywhere the theater was held in some- 
what of disrepute. This was due perhaps 
to the fact that when the people went to 
the theater they acted as if they were in 
a tavern.

In Philadelphia incipient riots between the 
pit and the gallery were frequent.

The german, or cotillon, originated in Ger- 
many. In that country this dance is always 
reserved for the conclusion of the evening’s 
entertainment, when partners are drawn 
by lot by the women. 


No dance ever equaled the vogue of the 
polka, the story of whose origin is curious. 


About 1830 Hanciszka, an Hungarian cook, 
found time pass slowly in the kitchen, so 
sang and danced there for her own amuse- 
ment. Her mistress, having surprised her 
during/the impromptu performance, was im- 
pressed with it, and asked the cook to dance 
and sing it in the presence of the composer 
Neruda, who wrote the music and chris- 
tened it the polka. It soon became popular 
in Vienna, and in 1840 passed to Paris. Four 
years later Paris was seized with a polka 
mania. 80 popular did it become that 
dancing masters had as pupils people of 
every class; even Judges did not disdain 
to take lessons in this dance, which was 
then considered a great accomplishment. 
Crowds used to assemble in the Salle Valen- 
tino to watch the figures of the true polka, 
which then was learned with difficulty, and 
was not t simple rushing dance of today. 
The schottische also came from Vienna, 
four years later than the polka. 

The fashionable’ people: of Philadelphia 
had their offices in the front room on the 
ground floor, and lived in the rest of the 
house. The receptions held were exceed- 
ingly formal; the hostess sitting alone at the 
table, while servants carried tea and cakes 
to the guests, who quietly talked. Later 
came singing, and every one was expected 
to be able to do either that or play an ac- 
companiment. Scotch ballads. and senti- 
mental English songs were sung by the 
women, and Hunting songs by the men. 

In Virginia the chief amusement was the 
entertainment of strangers who brought the 
news. Foxhunting was the favorite sport, 
but long hours were passed by the men 
stretched on the porch, drinking toddies or 
sangarees, while slaves would fan them and 
drive away the flies. The women attended 
to all sorts of household duties, dozed in 
bed, or gossiped. 

Further south the amusements were much 
lese refined. While in New England bees 
and huskings and in Philadelphia plays and 
assemblies. and tea parties were in vogue, no 
pastime -could flourish in Georgia that did 
not partake of danger and risk. They 
formed hunting clubs, and met once a fort- 
nicht.“ says MacMaster. “ They gambled, 
they bet, they gathered in crowds to see 
cocks cut each other to pieces with spurs 
made of steel. They came from all parts to 
enter their horses for quarter races, or con- 
test for a purse in three-mile heats. At 
suth time men of the lower caste played E O 
and Taro, wrestled, and seldom went home

When Jefferson be- 
came President pantaloons were in full 
ascendency, and gradually, und the grow- 
ing influence of democratic ideas, dress 
ceased to be a badge of social rank in the 
United States.

Gives the Version of Eye-Wit- 
ness on the Execution 
of Louis 


BOOK ON THACKERAY. 


HE d. H. Dillingham company is the 
fortunate publisher of a fascinating 
bock, The Memoirs of Victor Hugo.“ 
with a preface by M. Paul Maurice, 
his literary executor. I have had the 

-euivilege and the pleasure of reading the ad- 

ce sheets of this book, and I congratulate 
the public that is to read it. From first to 
last the volume is interesting and has quite 
retained the spirit of the original in this 
admirable translation by Mr. John W. Hard- 


"phe volume is historical and personal. It 


is not a diary, nor yet an autobiography, as 
we usually interpret the meaning of the 
latter word. It is, to quote M. Maurice, a 
port of haphazard chronique, in which only 
striking incidents and occurrences are 
brought out and lengthy and wearisome de- 
tails are avoided ’’—an excellent thing in 
books as well as in personal narration. 

The memoirs begin in 1825 at Rheims, dur- 
ing the coronation of Charles X. Nodier was 
with Hugo and the two traveled the city to- 
gether, Hugo in search of architectural 
relics, Nodier on the trail of ancient tomes. 


Execution of Louis XVI. 


Tht chapter on the Execution of Louis 
XVI.,“ which Hugo had from an eye-wit- 
ness, differs markedly from commonly ac- 
cepted history. Here are some of the eye- 
witness’ details: 

Here are some unknown details. The execu- 
tioners numbered four; two only performed the 
execution; the third staid at the foot of the lad- 
der, and the fourth was on the wagon which was 
to convey the King’s body to the Madeleine Cem- 
etery, and which was waiting a few feet from the 
scaffold. 

The executioners wore breeches, coats in the 

French style as the revolution had modified it, 
and three-cornered hats with enormous tri-color 
cockades. 
' They executed the King with their hats on, and 
it was without taking his hat off that Samson, 
seizing dy the hair the severed head of Louis 
XVI., showed it to the people, and for a few mo- 
ments let the blood from it trickle upon the scaf- 
fold. 


At the same time his valet, or assistant, undid 
what were called les sangles (straps); and, 
while the crowd gazed alternately upon the King’s 
body, dressed entirely in white, as I have said. 
and still attached, with the hands bound behind 
the back, to the swing , and upon that head 
whose kind and gentle profile stood out against 
the misty, somber trees of the Tuileries, two 
priests, commissaries of the commune, instructed 
to be present, as municipal officials, at the execu- 
tion of the King, sat in the Mayor’s carriage, 
laughing and conversing in loud tones. One of 
them, Jacques Roux, derisively drew the other's 
attention to Capet’s fat calves and abdomen. 

No hood was placed to shelter the King’s head 
and at the same time to hide and circumscribe 
its fall. AM that crowd could see the head of 
Louis XVI. drop, and it was thanks to chance, 
thanks, perhaps, to the smallness of the knife, 


which diminished the violence of the shock, that 


it did not bound beyond the basket to the pave- 
ment. Terrible incident, which often occurred at 
executions during the terror. Nowadays assas- 
sins and poisoners are decapitated more decently. 
Many improvements in the guillotine have been 
made. 


At the spot where the King’s head fell a long 
rivulet of blood streamed down the planks of the 
scaffold to the pavement. When the execution 
was over, threw to the people the yoy Ne 
coat, which was of white molleton, and in an in- 
stant it disappeared, torn by ousand hands. 

At the moment when the head of Louis XVI. 
fell the Abbé Edgeworth was still near the King. 
The blood spurted upon him. He hastily donned a 
brown overcoat, descended from the scaffold, and 
was lost In the crowd.

Chapter on Chateaubriand. 

The chapter on Chateaubriand is a fine 
one, it reads like an epic:- 

M. de Chateaubriand, at the beginning of 1847, 
Was a paralytic; Mme. Récamier was blind.

Chateaubriand is dead. One of the splendors of 
this century has passed away... .

New Life of Thackeray. 

Thackeray has been dead for more than 
thirty-five years, and during that time no 
adequate life of him has been published. An- 
thony Trollope, who was probably as bad a 
choice as could have been made, wrote a 
volume on the author of Vanity Fair for 
the English Men of Letters series. Theodore 
Taylor wrote about Thackeray, the Hu- 
morist and Man of Letters.“ Herman Mer- 
rivale and Frank Marzails have each had 
their fling at the great novelist, but there 
has been nor life of him up to the pres- 
ent time. Mrs. tchie’s introductions to 
the biographical edition of her father’s 
works has given us the freshest and most 
intimate account of him that we have ever 
had from any source, except, perhaps, in the 
same writer's ‘‘ Some Unwritten Memories 
and in the Brookfield letters. 

The two volumes by Lewis Melville that 
lie before me as I write, thanks to the cour- 
tesy of Herbert S. Stone & Co., form the first 
real biography of Thackeray yet published. 
Mr. Melville admits that Thackeray's fame 
ily has abstained from writing a life of him 
or of permitting one to be written, because 
of his expressed wish that such a thing 
should not be done. Let there be none of 
this when I go,“ he said to his daughters 
after reading the biography of some one 
just then published. 

Mr. Melville thinks it was a mistake to 
interpret this remark literally, and he even 
casts a doubt upon the truth of the story. 
He says rather disingenuously: 

I cannot think that Thackeray wished the story 
of his life to remain untold. I think his only de- 
gire was that the truth should be told, that all 
the faults should be painted in the portrait; for 
he himeelf liked to read the lives of literary men. 

Perhaps this may be as Mr. Velville wishes 
to believe, but, at the same time, I think that 
if his family had not been pretty certain 
that they would have been acting against his 
wishes in writing or authorizing a life to be 
written they would not have refused to grati- 
fy Thackeray’s many admirers by publish- 
ing a complete and exhaustive life of him. 
I notice, in reading Mr. Melville’s preface, 
that, in thanking this one and that one for 
assistance and encouragement in writing his 
book, he makes no mention of Mrs. Ritchie, 
Thackeray's daughter, nor Mr. Leslie 
Stephen, Thackeray’s son-in-law, whith 
would seem to show that they had no part 
nor lot in this book. 

It may be said at once that there is noth- 
ing new in Mr. Melville’s two volumes. On 
the other hand, it must be admitted that he 
has gathered together all that has been writ- 
ten about Thackeray and arranged it be- 
tween the covers of these two books in a 
most interesting form. 

No Thackeray lover can afford to be with- 
out these two volumes; though they may 
have the same material in other form they 
cannot have it as conveniently arranged as it 
And then again, Mr. Mel- 

eis notes and comments are interesting 
and not without value. N 


IN THE SHADOW OF A CRIME. 


Tragedy in the Life of a Familiar 
Character on the Streets f 


He is a picturesque ruin of a man, and 
if he lived in Paris or Munich or Rome or 
any other place where art students congre- 
gate he could make a comfortable living 
as\a model, and his classic face probably 
wo go down to posterity in many great 
paintings. | 

This face, which is as finely chiseled as 
that of the Apollo Belvedere, is familiar 
to thousands of Chicagoans whose business 
takes them frequently to the heart of the 
city. It belongs to an individual who has 
“tramp” written on every inch of his per- 
son save the little square of white that 
shows, under the ragged hat brim and above 
the shock of tangled, unkempt black whis- 
kers. Here the fine Grecian nose, the clear, 
calm eyes, and the delicately arched eye- 
brows indicate the man of gentle breeding. 
He shambles along with a shiftless, aimless 
gait, but & you look at him attentively you 
will detect, even under the rags, a certain 
grace that is reminiscent of the cultured 
man. 


His hair, which is raven black, hangs 
over his coat collar in long, matted curls. 
His clothes are ragged and in the last 
stages of dilapidation, but there is some- 
thing in his personality that appeals to 
the sympathy and pity of scores of people 
who would see an ordinary specimen of the 
genus hobo starve to death without a qualm 
of conscience. Such people slip him a nickel 
or a dime whenever they meet him, although 
he never asks for help except with his pa- 
thetic eyes. 

The chances are that not a dozen people 
of the hundreds to whom this forlorn crea- 
ture is a familiar object know the tragedy 
of his life. He never speaks of it himself.

LIVES 3,000 YEARS. 


Seed Unearthed in Arkansas 
Proves Vital and Shows 


Heavy Veld. 


CROSS BREED PLANTS. 


NDERSON, Ind., Oct. 13 —“ Wrapped 
‘up in this little grain of corn is a 
germ of life that has retained its 
vitality over 3,000 years, though the 
life of a corn germ is but from five 
to seven years, ordinarily. This kernel con- 
nects us with that unknown past of the 
Mississippi Valley, and.inclosed within its 


_ husk is.convincing proof that king corn has 


degenerated.”’ 

Dr. Cullen, a scientist and a prominent 
medical man of this city, made this state- 
ment as he picked up an ordinary looking 
grain of yellow corn from his table. Con- 
tinuing his story, whichis fully authenticat- 
ed, he said: 

Just south of this city, on the Dempsy 
Waggy farm, is being grown the most won- 
derful corn crop in the country. A few of 
these grains have been put in touch with 
nature,.after lying 8,000 years, and the re- 
sult, I believe, is the most remarkable dem- 
onstration of vitality in the history of the 
world. The growing corn itself is a marvel. 
The field looks like a forest, and it will run 
from 150 to 200 bushels an acre. 


Wheat Found at Pompeii Grows. 

It will be remembered that when the ex- 
cavations at Pompeii were begun some years 
ago a baker's shop was unearthed and 
loaves were found in the oven that were 
still intact, and that a few weeks later 

wheat was found in some old jars that had 
been hermetically sealed by the lava cov- 
ering them. Thus buried under strata im- 
pervious to the elements and kept per- 
fectly dry, the grain had lain since the lava 
from Vesuvius poured down and blotted out 
Pompeii and Herculaneum. Experiments 
made by the Royal Museum of England 
demonstrated the fact that these grains had 
retained the germ of life, and when planted 
they sprouted and grew as if they had been 
the grain of the previous harvest. 

In opening the earth and stone works of 
the prehistoric peoples of this continent a 
great many pots of corn have been found. 
The receptacies in many cases have been 
hermetically sealed, and when opened the 
grain looked as bright and lively’ as if it 
had been put away but a few weeks instead 
of for ages. But when experiments were 
made it was found the germ of life had 
departed from the grain. 

„On the Waggy farm, however, corn is 
growing that ig the descendant of a crop 
grown in Arkan 
possibly as much as 4,000 years ago. I be- 
lieve that, with the exception of the Pompeii 
wheat, this is the most remarkable growth 
of vegetation in history. 

“Three years ago I was hunting in 


Arkansas. I was laid up with my com- 


panions several days at a point named 
Marked Tree. While I was there some 
archzologists, who had been studying the 
mounds of the valley, arrived and began 
work at that point. They made the usual 
findings and nothing more. There were 
many trinkets, and deeper were found bones 
of humans. ae 
Corn Left by Mound Builders. 

“In a hermetically sealed receptacle they 
found several skeletons and some jars of 
corn, which was not uncomm The corn 
was carefully put away. jars were 
made airtight, either by the people who 
buried them or by the on of the sur- 
rounding substances. Like ot corn which 
had been found, it was bright, dry, solfd, and 
‘lively.’ The explorers confiscated this 
corn, but gave me a handful, which I 
wrapped in my handkerchief and later threw 
into my hunting outfit and brought home, 
where it lay over one winter. 

“The archeologists estimated that the 
remains which they uncovered at Marked 
Tree had been interred from 2,500 to 3,000 
years. I do not know what became of the 
rest of the seed, but the next year the corn 
was turned over to Waggy and planted in 
one corner of his field. It was a surprise 
when the tiny blades shot through the 
ground. The corn grew marvelously fast, 
and as it developed it showed new marvels 
every day. When matured the stalks reached 
twelve Yeet in height in some cases, and 
they are as thick at the ground as a man's 


wrist. 
Its Growth Is Peculiar. 


“There are no leaves nearer than three 


feet from the ground. Three then shoot out. 


They ate heavy and long, resembling a cac- 
tus leaf in some respects. About two feet 
farther up are the ears of corn. Many 
stalks bear six and none has fewer than 
four ears. At this rate the yield would run 
250 bushels. 

„ Above the ears the stalk continues three 
or four feet and is capped by an elaborate 
tassel. The husks surrounding the ears are 
heavy, and as the corn matures they break 
and curl back, revealing a firm, yellow- 
grained ear. The grains are solid and ex- 
ceptionally good for feeding. The roots of 
the plant are long and bury themselves deep 
in the ground. While other corn suffered 
on account of the drought the prehistoric 
corn has been green and healthy. Viewing 
the crop, one cannot but be convinced that 
corn is degenerating, if this was the begin- 
ning of what we-have today.” 

Improve Corn by Cross Breeding. 

Indiana farmers’ are breeding their corn 
just the same as they breed their stock for 
croes-breed effects. and the experiments are 
not only interesting but are proving most 
remunerativye. No wise farmer fails to cross 
the breed of his live stock at times to infuse 
new and better iffe. Still the majority of 
them have gone on, year after year, with- 
out thinking thet the same thing applies to 
beans, peas, corn, and other vegetable crops. 

But now Darwinism and Huxileyism are 
being put to work in the vegetable world, 
and of all the experiments none is more in- 
teresting than the marriage of two kinds of 


corn. A8 a basis, it must be remembered 


that it has been found that sex rules in the 


vegetable as well as in the anima! kingdom. 


For experimenting with corn it is cus- 
tomary to take two varieties that are as 
near alike as possible in their life and in ma- 
turing. Then plant in alternate rows, red 
and yellaw or yellow and white or red and 
white, whatever the two kinds are. When 
the tassel appears ride between the rows 
on horseback and pull the _ tassels 
from one row only. This will destroy 
the pollen m. one and leave the 
silks to be fertilized from the pollen of 
the other variety. The row with the tassel 
untouched will seit-tertillse, as is usual in 
cornfields, and will fertilize also the row 
from which the tassels have been. pulled. 

corn ¢rown upon the row with ne tas- 
sels thus will be crossbred. . Removing, the 
tassel will not check the growth. 

The pollen grains are secreted in the little 
anthers, Which, a short time after the ap- 
pearance of the tassel, hang like so many 
diminutive Chinese lanterns from its flowers. 
They are divided into two apartments and 
shied the golden dust through the round holes 
in the bottom. The silks are covered with a 
Mucilaginous substance and show a natural 
afinity for the pollen. Botanists call pollen 
the male generation and the pistils, with 
their ovartes, or in other words the stiks, the 
female generation of the corn plant. 

Science maintains and experience in this 
vicinity has proved that cross breeding of 
plants ad@ vigor, growth, and fertility. it 
revitalizes and increases largely the yield of 
seed. — care should be exercised in the 
selection ‘of seed, ground, and the prepara-

ANY there are who bustle along Chi- 
cago streets quite unmindful of the 
interest that attaches to their 
names even as one treads unmindful 
over unmarked graves. Yet many 

a street serves to keep memory fresh. as 
much as the greenest mound in a cemetery 
lot, the difference being that one needs weed- 
ing and the other sweeeping to make it much 
of a compliment to the departed. 

Because Chicago -is so young in looking 
back, one is apt to take it for granted that 
the city has no past—no history; yet what 
could be more interesting than the lives of 
some of the men who brought civilization to 
what was in that nearby time a wilderness? 

Should one look at this history through the 
small end of the opera glass, as one does at 
Rome, and for a moment see it under the ro- 
mantic haze of time, fancying it nearly 3,000 
years since the first white man built his hut 
on the river banks, then reverse the glass 
and see Romulus plowing the Palatine with

the perspective of only an uncompleted 
century, how much more veneration one 
would feel for the builders of Chicago, and 
how much less fot the Roman, let each judge 
for himself. 

By many old-time Chicagoans it is regard- 
ed as unfortunate that the most interesting 
men, in 80 many cases, have the most com- 
monplace streets named for them. These 
say that local heroes deserve a better fate 
than having their names appear on such ob- 
scure corners as they often do. 


William Wells a Romantic Figure. 

Of all the names, none else conjures up as 
romantic a life or one as filled with dramatic 
incident as that of William Wells. At the 
age of 12 William was stolen by the Miami 
Indians from his home in Kentucky, and was 
adopted by the great chief, Little Turtle,“ 
who brought him up: 

By the shores of Gitche Gumee, 
By the shining big sea water. 

So deeply imbued was he with the Indian 
life that it was many years before his broth- 
er could convince him that the story of his 
kidnaping was true. William never would 
consent to visit his brother without first ex- 
acting a promise of Samuel that he would not 
try to influence him to leave the Indians and 
live among the whites, and never without an 
Indian escort. On one of these visits he asked 
to be taken into the woods where he was said 
to have been stolen, wishing to see if any 
childhood memories would be awakened. 
The spot seemed familiar, but he was still 
incredulous; then it occurred to him that in 
their play he had thrown a stone which cut 
his brother’s head, and that if this really 
were his brother there would be a scar. 
Samuel raised his hair and showed the mark. 
Then for the first time William was con- 
vinced of the truth. 

He married the beautiful Wa-na-ga-peth— 
for all Indian maidens are beautiful in ro- 
mance—Little Turtle's daughter, by whom 
he had several children, who grew up and 
married white men and have descendants 
living. One who had the name of Sweet 
Breeze, or Ah-ma-qua-zah-quah, married 
Judge James Wolcott. | 

Wells fought with the Indians against the 
American troops in 1790, and only after St. 
Clair’s defeat did the realization come to 


It is easy to imagine his feelings at separat- 
ing from the man who had been the only 
father he had knowh. 

They agreed, however, that if they met in 
battle neither should aim at the other, and 
if possible they would arrange to fight on 
different parts of the field. 

Wells then joined Wayne's army and im- 
mediately was made Captain of scouts, his 
life having fitted him especially well for his 
new duties. After the peace of Greenville 
was concluded he settled on a farm near 
Fort Wayne, where his Indian wife joined 
him. He took great care in the rearing of 
their children to give them all he was able 
of civilization and cultivation. 

Welle became Indian agent and justice of 
the peace. When he heard that the garri- 
son had been ordered to evacuate Fort Dear- 
born, in 1812, he volunteered to go with 
thirty friendly Miami Indians to escort the 
soldiers from Chicago, thinking it would be 
a safeguard to them. There was little hope 
that the garrison would reach its destina- 
tion; for the growing hostility among the 


 Pottawattamies was well known. 


Premonition of His Fate. 

As if with a fore-knowledge of their fate, 
Captain Wells, according to the Indian cus- 
tom, blackened his face the morning that the 
flittle band marched out of Fort Dearborn 
to the strains of the dead march. The rest 
of the story, perhaps, is too well known to 
be retold—how Captain Wells, who rode in 
advance, came galloping back with the order 
to prepare to fire, for the Indians were about 
to commence an attack from behind the 
sand hills, where 500 of them had gathered. 
The whites foltight with desperation, but 
were so outnumbered that the end was in- 

aptain Wells finally was surrounded 
stabbed in the back, his heart torn out nm 
eaten by the savages, in the hope that some 
uf his dauntless courage would be imparted 
to them. Mrs. Helm, though wounded, 
escaped through the aid of the Chief, Black 
Partridge. She tells of how she was led 
away, supported by the chief and another 
Indian, “who held dangling‘in his hand a 
scalp, which, by the black ribbon around 
ees I recognized as that of Captain 

Little Turtle, on the other han with 
more civilized death, from the 
disease, gout, and was buried with military 
honors by the United States troops.

white man that settled here was a negro”

one known as “the Pioneer of Chicago,” 
John Kinzie, whose name is borne by a 
dingy little street on the North Side. 

He settled here the year that the firet Fort 
Dearborn was bullt—1804—and occupied the 


» house which had been built by the first 


white man, and. which afterward became 
famous as the Kinzie mansion,“ an impos- 
ing name for a five-room cottage, where 
frontier hospitality was given to every 
comer. On the north bank of the river, 
where Kirk's soap factory stands, stood this 
solitary cottage, with a piazza running along 
the front and a row of Lembardy poplars 
standing up like rigid sentinels. A garden 
stretched down to the river bank, where a. 
canoe lay in readiness to be paddled over to 
the fort on the opposite side. There was no 
sound to break the quiet, for the river crept 
softly out to join the lake. Halfacontinent 
lay to the west, unawakened. This was Chi- 
cago ninety-five years ago. : 

Owing to the attachment on the part of the 
Indians for Mr. Kinzie and his family, they 
were spared in the massacre. Mrs. Kinzie 
and the children escaped by boat to St. 
Joseph and thence to Detroit, under the 
guidance of a half breed interpreter. Mr. 
Kinzie remained at St. Joseph with his In- 
dian friends, in the hope of retrieving some 
of his losses. Whenever they went on expe- 
ditions he disguised himself by painting 
and dressing as one of them. 

Four years later the Kinzie family re- 
turned here and found the bones of their 
massacred friends just where they fell under 
the tomahawk. Mr. Kinzie wrote to his 
son in 1821: 

J have been reduced in wages, owing to 
the economy of the government, My inter- 
preter's salary is no more, and I have but 
$100 to subsist on. 
sometimes to provide for your sisters and 
brothers on this and maintain my family 
in a decent manner.“ 

Two years later was the romance of the 
historical first wedding in Chicago, when 
Ellen Marian Kinzie became the wife of 
Dr. Alexander Wolcott, who then was In- 
dian Agent. For her claim is made that she 
was the first white child born here. Dr. 
Wolcott's house, which stood on the river 
side near what is now North State street, 
was dubbed “ cobweb castle in his bache- 
lor days. Undoubtedly the cobwebs were. 
swept away after the coming of the bride, 
but the name always clung to the castle.” 


North State Street’s Old Name. 

The street which ran past the agency 
house appropriately bore the name of Wol- 
cott, and only in recent years was it changed 
to that of North State, owing probably to 
the confusion arising from the difference 
in its name across the river, though many 
argue that it would have been more fitting 
to continue Wolcott on the South. Side, re- 
taining the name of one of the leading pio- 
neers.

General Henry Dearborn. 
General Henry Dearborn is one of the most 
interesting of the men whose names are per- 
petuated on Chicago lamp posts. When 
news reached the little New England town 
in which he lived that the British had begun 
war at Lexington, in twenty-four hours 
Dearborn and sixty of his fellow-townsmen 
had marched the fifty-five miles which lay 
between them and the fleld of action, to 
offer-themselves for their country’s service.

By the Shipper of a Brig. 


OMEWARD bound from the first trial 


between Columbia and Shamrock a 
coterie in the flor’ard saloon of the 
teamer told stories of other contests 
and other people. | 

„One of the best reports of a yacht race 
I ever read was written by the skipper of a 
brig,’’ said a man whb had been listening 
to opinions. You know,” he continued, 
„there is as much difference between a 
yacht and a brig as there is between a rein- 
deer and a yellow dog. ! : 

The skippér in this case was the typical 
seafaring man. The day his craft came 
into one of the slips of East River—I used 
to know the name of the slip, but no matter 
—marked the close of 4 long, eventful, tem- 
pestuous voyage. It was full of curious in- 
cidents. The skipper had kept the usual log. 
in the rough. While hisiship was discharging 
cargo he walked up-town. It wasnight. He 
stopped before the business office of a news- 
paper building and read the news bulletin.

“He knew there wah such a person in a 
newspaper office as the/éditor.

“Something in the skipper’s manner 
caught the fancy of the clerk, who also had 
the nose for news, anid in a few minutes he 
was showing the seaman to the editor's 
room. The clerk's intuition was all right. 
In any other inquiry for the editor the clerk 
would have steered th individual making it 
to the night city editor or to the reporter 
on tips. But in this case the man with the 
story was piloted to the chief, who before 
time was down at night. 

„»The chief was a sort of seaman himself, 
although his stock of nautical phrases was 
limited. The skipper said in a few words 
that he had had the Worst voyage of his ex- 
perience and if the paper wanted the story 
it was welcome to it. I suppose it was a 
dull night in the office, for the editor asked

OURNALISM is. now becoming a call- 
ing that may be described as aristo- 
eratie if one takes into account the 
many men and women possessed of blue 
blood, or. of titles. or of both } * 


not any longer constitute 
mission to any good club or even from en- 
trance into society. 

I am led to make this remark. by the an- 
nouncement that Prince Bariatfnsky has 
just inaugurated his active editorship of the 
Severny Kuryer (Northern Courier) at St. 
Petersburg. The young Czar’s former pri- 
vate secretary, traveling companion, and in- 
timate friend, Prince Uchtomski, has for 
three years past been editor of the great St. 
Petersburg daily, the Viedomosto, which is 
supposed to reflect the personal views of the 
Emperor, while Prince Metcherski, one of 
the most trusted chamberlains and friends 
of the late Alexander III., still owns and 
edits the St. Petersburg Daily Grashdanim. 

Besides these are in Russian journalism 
at the present moment three Princes Trou- 
two Princes Volkonskis, 
Tserteleff, and Prince Shcherbadtoff. No 
wonder that one of the leading organs of 
the Muscovite press describes this as being 
the princely era in journalism. 

In England I find at least two peers of the 
realm actively engaged in daily newspaper 
work. One of them is Lord Glenesk, pro- 
prietor and editor of the London Morning 
Post, while Viscount Mountmorres is the 
present editor and business manager of the 
Scottish Life, which was started and edited 


for a time by Lord Rosslyn, whose sister, 


the Duchess of Sutherland, is among the 
contributors. 

Lady Greville, a peeress of the realm, 
separated, it is true, from her husband, 
earns her living by writing weekly letters on 
social etiquette and fashion in the London 
Graphic and other weekly newspapers, while 
the.Hon. Algy Bourke, brother of the Earl 
of Mayo, and Lady Randolph Churchill's 
son derive importance and prestige from 
their connection with the London Times. 
The proprietor and editor of London Truth, 
Henry Labouchere, is a nephew of the late 
Lord Taunton, and related to half the peer- 
age. The late Earl of Desart was the man- 
aging editor of another London weekly pa- 
per—namely: Vanity Fair—at the time of 
his death. 


The proprietors and editors of most of the 
leading London dailies have been created 
Baronets, and while knighthoods have been 
granted to the editors of the principal provin- 
clal dailies, no less than three separate of- 
fers of a peerage have been made during 
the last fifty years to the awners ot the 
London Times, and invariably refused. Even 
Queen Victoria’s son-in-law, the Marquis 
of Lorne, is glad to turn an honest penny 
by writing for English and American weekly 
and monthly publications, while the Duchess 
of Rutland, who died only the other day, 
was a constant contributor to the Queen 
and other fashion papers. Unless I am 
much mistaken, the Countess of Warwick 
now likewise has a weekly paper of her own, 
and Lord Frederick Hamilton, brother of 
the Duke of Abercorn and the Duchess of 
Buccleuch, is in the employ of William Wal- 
dorf Astor as managing editor of the Pall 
Mall Magazine. 

At Madrid nearly all the newspaper pro- 
prietors are titled, the editor and proprietor 
of the Epocha being that Marquis of Val- 
deiglesias who, while attached to the Span- 
ish Legation at Washington, used to be 


known under the name of Don Alfredo Es- . 


cobar. In Rome the Tribuna was long 
edited and owned by Prince Maffeo Sciara 
Colonia, while the Catholic Osservatore 
Romano was at the same time under the di- 
Ite present 
editor, unless I am much mistaken, is the 
Marquis Crispoldi, while Prince Lancelotti 
is the editor of the Voce Della vVerita. 

At Berlin a long list of nobles of both sexes 
are to be found among the contributors to 
the daily and weekly press. There are like- 
wise several great nobles, such as the multi- 
millionaire Count Henckel Donnesmark, 
who own newspapers. There has, however, 
been no titled managing editor of any Ber- 
lin newspaper since Baron Hammerstein was 
convicted a few years ago of embezzlement 
and forgery, perpetrated while he was in 


charge of the ultra-Conservative organ, the 


Kreuz Zeitung.

Ex-Premier Crispi and his friends have a 


fresh ground of animosity against the 


crown and against the present government. 
Ten days ago all Italy united in celebrating 
the Soth birthday of the aged hut by no 
means venerable statesman, who foes by 
the name of the Grand Old Man ot Italy, 
and who is not only the most popular man 
in the peninsula, but who likewise surpasses 
every one of his countrymen in political 
cleverness and foresight. Even his enemies 
took part in the festivities in his honor. King 
Humbert and the royal family alone gave 
no sign of recognition. This neglect aroused 
no end of comment and criticism. 

But what rendered matters infinitely worse 
Was that the crown authorities, that is to 
say, the Crown Prosecutor. selected this day 
—namely: the 80th birthday of the ex- 
Premier—to commit for trial his only son, 
Luigi Crispi, on a charge of burglary. The 
crime in question was committed more than 
three years ago at Rome at the expense of 
the Princess Cellere. The latter was robbed 
of jewels to the amount of about $30,000, and 
it did not take the police long to ascertain 
that the culprit was no other than young 
Luigi Crispi, son of the then Premier. 

Luigi had already served a term in a re- 
formatory near Milan for stealing some of 


his father’s confidential state papers and | 


selling them to his political rivals. A war- 
rant was issued for his arrest with the ob- 
ject of frightening him into leaving the 
ceuntry and he flied to South America. It 
is probable that the matter would have been 
overlooked altogether had it not been for the 
fact that Luigi is the son of Crispi by his 
former wife, and as such he is an object of 
bitter hatred to his vindictive stepmother, 


Dona Lina Crispi, the statesman’s present 


consort. 
With the flight of Luigi to South America 
the matter was pigeon-holed by the Crown 
Prosecutor. In fact, no one expected to 
hear anything more about the matter. But, 
to the amazement of everybody, the papers 
were extracted from their pigeon hole, where 
they have rested for three years, in order to 
signalize the eightieth birthday of Italy’s 


Grand Old Man by committing his son for 


trial as a burglar. Now that the matter has 
gone so far, Luigi Crispi will inevitably be 
sentenced by default to a term of penal 
servitude, 

As he is in South America and beyond the 
reach of extradition treaties he will escape 
the execution of the sentence, the only effect 
of which will be to change his status in the 
Argentine Republic from that of a mere 
fugitive from justice to that of a convicted 
thief and burglar and to brand with addi- 
tional ignominy the name of the most 
famous and powerful statesman in Italy 
during the latter half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury—a statesman whose name also has al- 
ready been dragged in the mud in connection 
with the deplorable antecedents of his pres- 
ent wife, the unsavory circumstances of his 
marriage to her, and the manner in which 
she took advantage of his official position 


to extort money for her personal extrava- | 
and government 


gances from state 
financial institutions. The committal to 
trial of Luigi Crispi at the present juncture, 
so long after the perpetration of the offense, 
can only be regarded in the light of a piece 
of royal animosity against the veteran 
statesman.

COLUMBIA'S CHANCE IN A FAIR WIND. 
The lazy wind of New York bay did make 
an effort yesterday and exerted itself at 
the rate of four miles an hour, but it was 
not sufficient for the uses of Shamrock and 
Columbia, and for the seventh time the race 
was called off. These repeated disappoint-

rock. The latter has been stripped down 
so far, so much ballast has been taken out, 
and the water line has been so reduced that 
it has become a light weather boat, while 
its great sail area would have to be re- 
duced by reefing in case the race were sailed 
in heavy weather. In stability and water 
line he believes Columbia has the advan- 
tage over Shamrock, which has been made 
“too tender.“ Columbia has been ballasted 
from its éxperience of two months’ tests 
with Defender. Hence he believes that ina 
hard blow Shamrock cannot outsail Co- 
lumbia. 

This theory does not comport with what 
has been generally understood as to the 
character of the two yachts, for it has been 
given out repeatedly that Columbia is a 
light weather boat and that Shamrock 
would be the better ina blow. There may 
be something in it, however, for none of the 
previous cup winners has been at fault in 
a blow, Defender least of all, and Columbia 
has beaten Defender in a strong topsail 
breeze. Is it not more likely that any ad- 
vantage in ability or stability which one 
boat may have over the other will be over- 
come by superior skill in handling? Thus 
far it would appear that Shamrock is better 
handled. It has on board Captain Hogarth, 
who is in direct command; Captain Wringe, 


hustling; and Parker, the skipper of the 
Kaiser's yacht Meteor, who is acknowledged 
to be the most skillful sailor in the world in 
managing head sails. These three men are 
supreme in their various lines. On board 
Columbia there is Captain Barr, a splendid 
skipper, but he has to follow the suggestions 
of amateurs, and he is embarassed by the 
presence of the owner of the yacht, while 
Mr. Lipton has the good taste to keep away 
from Shamrock and give his Captains full 
control. According to the Brooklyn Eagle, 
Captain Samuel Samuels, one of the most 
famous American racing skippers, said the 
other day: “From a seaman's point of 
“view, if Captain Barr had as free a hand 
“in the management of his boat as Captain 
“ Hogarth has in the handling of Shamrock, 
“TI would bet on Columbia, but the race will 
“be in favor of the better handled boat.” 
If Rhodes, Haff, and Samuels were on board 
with Barr there would be no question as 
to the outcome of the races. 

If the New York Tribune’s expert is cor- 
rect in his theory, it is to be hoped that when 
the race does take place there will be a 
heavy blow and that Captain Barr will not 
be interfered with too much by the

When Peace at Fargo, The United 
Wae Bought. States pays no gold for 
peace. We never gave a 

bribe for peace in all our history, and we 
never will.“ The United States never will 
buy peace, but it has done so. The treaty 


of Algiers provided for the yearly payment 
by the United States of the value of 12.000 
Algerine sequins in maritime stores. This 
was the price paid to induce the Algerines 
to let American vessels alone. The Bey ex- 
pressed a wish for an American-bulilt cruis- 
er, and one was built at the expense of the 
government and sent to him as a peace- 
offering. In the treaty made with Tripoli 
in 1706 the Bey acknowledges the receipt of 
the money and presents demanded by him 
“for this treaty of perpetual peace and 
friendship.“ But there is nothing to be 
ashamed of in these dealings with the Bar- 
bary powers. All the commercial nations of 
Europe, with navies stronger than that of 
this country, were paying tribute to them. 
The United States was the first to refuse 
to do so. That refusal led to the war with 
Tripoli, in which Bainbridge, Decatur, and 
Preble taught the corsairs of thé Mediter- 
ranean to respect the American flag. The 
United States never has bought peace from 
Christian nations. It did for a few years 
from Mohammedan freebooters.

THE FORGOTTEN RICH. 

George Smith, multi-millionatre, who 
died in London last week at an advanced age, 
was not a philanthropist, either while ib 
active business life in this country br dur- 
ing his quiet London club life of nearly forty 
years. He never did anything noteworthy 
for Chicago or for mankind to save his 
name from oblivion. Neither here nor else- 
where should his memory be held in rev- 
erence. The only persons who are under 
any obligations to him are his heirs. 

Mr. Smith was of use to Chicago and the 
Northwest at an early day in that he 
brought some foreign capital at a time 
when there was a scarcity of capital here. 


a hundred times the amount of capital he 
brought here, and had he left here all his 
capital invested in American railway bonds 
and other good securities he would have 
been merely an “ absentee landlord,” spend- 
ing his American rents in England. 

Mr. Smith was an honest man. He lett 
no unpaid debts behind him when he went 
back to Great Britain. But that would 
not justify raising a memorial stone to 
him. Neither would the faét that, in eva- 
sion of law, he issued due bills which cir- 
culated as currency, nor the fact that he 
bought the charters of Southern State 
banks and put in circulation in Chicago 
notes redeemable in Georgia. These finan- 
cial expedients robbed nobody and made 
money for him. While Mr. Smith should 
not be reproached for resorting to them, he 
is not entitled to public thanks on account 
of them. He would have been surprised if 
at any time during his life he had been 
hailed as a public benefactor, because he 
had shown himself a shrewd, astute banker, 
who acted always on the maxim that hon- 
esty is the best policy.”

‘LARGE OR SMALL COLLEGES. 

Presidents of five New England colleges 
contribute to a discussion in the Boston 
Globe of the relative merits of large and 
small colleges. The question is one of im- 
portance, and, with so much room for dif- 
ference of opinion, it is not surprising to 
find that the Presidents of Colby, Williams, 
Tufts, and Dartmouth prefer small col- 
leges, while President Hadley of Yale be- 


| lieves that the best results can be obtained 


at the largerinstitutions. President Butler 
of Colby says the smaller college is better 
for the development of individual and per- 
sohal power, the training of the student 
to understand and estimate his own facul- 
ties, and the gaining of self-knowledge and 
President Carter of Williams 
insists upon the importance of personal con- 
tact between the students and instructors. 
„My belief is strong,” he asserts, “that 
the divisions in nearly all of the New Eng- 
land colleges at present are too large for 
the profitable instruction of undergradu- 
ates.“ The same idea is expressed by Presi- 
dent Capen of Tufts, who finds in the great- 
er aggregate attendance at the smaller 
colleges evidence that “a majority of the 
people believe in these institutions as on 
the whole the safest and best for their 


says that the chief difference between col- 
leges is not of numbers but between the 
independent college and the university. He 
inclines towards the latter because it allows 
greater individuality. 

The arguments for both sides are best 
stated by President Hadley of Yale, who 
frankly accords the smaller college most 
of the advantages it claims. Yet none the 
less his preference for the larger college is 
shown in these words: 

The college must be large enough for a man to 
find companionship among those of his own kind. 
It. follows that the more exceptional the man the 
larger will be the college that he needs. If he 
goes into a place which is too small for him he 
is likely tp be overpraised as a genius or avoided 
as a freak—both equally undesirable extremes. 

Apart from this, the question of choosing a 
large or small college is hike the question of set- 
ting in a large or small city.. The man who goes 
to the large place takes more chances for good or 
for ill. He increases the possibility of first-rate 
success. He also rune the risk of being overlooked 


in a crowd, 

In Professor Hadley’s closing words may 
be found a summary of the advantages of 
each.class, and one which no one can dis- 
pute: | 

Ae between two bees of equal merit other- 
wise, the smaller is best able to secure a reasona - 
dle degree of development for all its members, 
while the larger ie best qualified to give the high- 
est opportunities to those who take full advantage 
of them. 

CARNEGIE’S PHILANTHROPY. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie in a recent inter- 
view expressed his sentiments as to the 
responsibilities of persons owning a large 
sum of money. So far as he himself is eon- 
cerned, he said that he should gradually give 


ments where it would do the most good—a 
most reasonable disposition, not only be- 
cause there are no pockets in shrouds but 
also because he can be sure that the money 
is used as he wishes it to be. 

It is probable no one but Mr. Carnegie 
knows how much money he has, but the rate 
at which he is giving it away indicates that 
his fortune is an immense one, as he appar- 
ently contemplates continuing his donations 
for several years to come. This year he has 
given over $2,500,000, and, with the excep- 
tion of about $150,000 given to educational 
institutions, it has all gone for the building 
of libraries. The beneficiaries are Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Pittsburg, Pa.; Atlanta, Ga.; 
Erie, Pa.; East Liverpool, O.; San Diego, 
Cal.; Waco, Dallas, and Pittsburg, Tex.; 
Bea ver Falls, Fa.; and Emporia, Kas. The 
largest gift was to Pittsburg, Pa., amount - 
ing to $1,750,000. The latest is to Wash- 
ington, D. C., the people of which city here- 
tofore have been dependent upon the Con- 
gressional Library. His scheme for the 
erection of a public library in the capital 
city is peculiarly interesting. He has twice 
increased his original donation of $250,000, 
bringing it up to $350,000. The increases 
were made by him owing to‘the recent ad- 
vance in the price of building materials, 
which en the commission and for 
a time endangered its plan to put up a build- 
ing which should be an ornament to the 
capital.

STORY OF A SINGLE CASE.

want. I have a wife and two children. Since 
Yast March I have been seeking a church.

At that time 
I did not mind so much the circumstances, 
doleful as they were. While the field 
promised only meager support, I felt that 
it was a time following closely the panic and

I 
estimated that we could live oh a few hun- 
fred dollars a year, as expenses in that lo- 
eality were not extravagant. 

„I went there prepared to do my best for 
God and the community.

The society could not 
allow much, as it was also in financial 
straits. The church was a few years old, 
and had a smal! membership. The faithful 
ones worked hard for the church, but I 
found the means of support ler than I 
expected. The community ‘was made up 
largely of foreigners, who were paying for 
their farms and trying to save. It was next 
to impossible to interest them in the church 
The members grew discouraged, and 4 
last they told me I was not the man for the 
place, because I could not raise money, I | 
had already determined that I could not 
stay.

It is an unfortunate in- 
cident of the times in. church matters. 
Worldliness inside and outside of the 
churches, apathy, lack of charity, financial 
and Christian, make it difficult for the min- 
ister today. It is almost heart-breaking in 
some instances, but it is incident to the great 
problem of our time—namely: How can the 
church accomplish its work in the world? 

The Rev. Magee Pratt of Hartford, Conn., 
declares that there are at least 500 clergy- 
men in the Congregational denomination 
anxious for work. The church is so full of 
preachers that there is no work for them to 
do. The inevitable result of such a state of 
things, he says, is that the whole status of 
the ministry is lowered. 

Mr. Pratt adds that the highest average 
employment given by the church is 75 per 
cent of the total churches reported. He con- 
cludes that it is impossible for theological 
seminaries to introduce young men into the 
ministry without driving out an equal num 
ber who are at work, and that many men of 
the highest qualifications cannot secure a 
pastorate under existing conditions. In his 
opinion the appeal for financial aid for the 
seminaries is an attempt to obtain money 
under false pretenses. He asserts that the 
present policy of purchasing impecunious 
students to fill the seminaries is an outrage 
against justice. He says further:

Plan Tried in Illinois by the Congre- 
gationalists to Bring Together Va- 
cant Pulpits and Unemployed Preach- 
ers. 

HE General Congregational Associa- 
tion of Illinois put in operation a year 
ago what is known as the Church and 
Ministerial Bureau of Supply. Its 


sole object, according to the originators, 
was to bring unenrployed ministers into 


connection with the vacant churches, 
without. profit excepting nominal fees for 
bare support of the office. It has been 
given place and distinction ranking with 
other boards of the churches. Major E. 
D. Reddington of Evanston. an active 
churchman, was made secretary, with head- 
quarters in La Salle street. Churches in 
need of pastors, church committees desirous 
of information, and ministers seeking either

were invited through the church papers to 
make use of this bureau. Church leaders in 
the West were of the opinion that such a 
bureau would go far to solve the problem of 
ministers out of employment and assist 
churches in making still hunts for pastors 
by furnishing them the histories of min- 
isters without hurting the feelings of any.

The Preacher Can Make a Place for 
Himself, the Rev. J. H. Wilson Says, 
if He Will Take Off His Boiled 
Shirt and Get Near to the People. 


HE Rev. John H. Wilson of Spring 


Valley, III., says there would be no 
trouble about oversupply if minis- 
ters would accept ill-favored fields 


and set all their strength and will to 
building a church to meet present day re- 
ligious needs. Three years ago Mr. Wilson 
was without a churck. He made up his 
mind to seek a field few, men would take. 
He went down to the Illinois coal region at 
Spring Valiey. He found a Congregational 
church in existence, but only a few people 
cared much about it, and they were so dis- 
couraged that they had about given up. 

Mr. Wilson told them they need not mind 
about his salary fora time. He was more 
fortunate than some of his brethren in 
having a little laid aside for a rainy day. 
The mining community was almost unani- 
mous in having no use for ministers or 
churches. A robust human being, with the 
ability to approach all sorts of men ina 
kindly yet vigorous Way, without being 
bluffed,” the preacher set —— to as- 
sociating and living with the miners. 

In * weeks he had an institutional 
church established in the old building, not 
alone for the preaching of the gospel, but 
aiso as a public gathering place for the 
mining community. He tried to bind every 
interest of the town to the church, and 
make the people feel that the church stood 
for every human thing. He had some tough 
fighting and hard hustling, but even the 
roughest people began to come around. 


They showed a willingness later to help 


the finances. The second year the church 
raised $2,800 for home expenses. The third 
year a like sum was raised, with enough 
a repair the church and add new facill- 
es. ‘ 
During the last year Mr. Wilson has found 
the interest brisk enough to raise still more 
for further improvements, ahd the Spring 
Valley church is the center of al) interests 
in the place. Mr. Wilson attributes his 
success to his getting down close amo 
the people. He said: : 
Last summer I was in Michigan, where 
I had a chance to look over the letters com- 
ing from ministers seeking the vacant 
church. There were scores of letters. Many 


of the ministers had. churches; but on vn. 


rious excuses they wanted @ change. You 
would be surprised to find many 


wanted a change because the climate of 


the places where they were did not agree

In 1897 Mr. De Long was 
without a charge. He came to Chicago, 
looked over the localities where churches 
were sparse, and selected a field near Jack- 
son Park. He said nothing to any ecclesi- 
astical body and asked no aid from any 
quarter. 

Making a house-to-house canvass, he 
found a few families who expressed a de- 
sire for achurch. He rented a vacant store 
on his own responsibility and invited the 
people to come. The congregations at the 
start were small. A collection was taken 
at the services, but no special stress was 
laid on it by the minister. The Sunday 
school built up rapidly and the church at- 
tendance grew. The people began to ask 
Mr. De Long how he lived. They knew he 
had a family to support. He lived in a 
small flat at low rent. 

In response to the inquiries the preacher 
told the people that he was dependent on 
what support came, but he was willing to 
take what came voluntarily. Of their own 
free will the people got up a subscription 
book and guaranteed enough money to pay 
Mr. De Long about what a good dry goods 
clerk commands. | 

Early in 1898 the church was recognized as 
a Congregational church by the Chicago 
association. It now has a membership of 
over 115 and a Sunday school of nearly 250. 
It raises over $1,000 a year for current ex- 
penses and contributes to the church benev- 


ried about his support. 

If ministers would take up the vacant 
fields in city and country on their own re- 
sponsibility the people would support them,.“ 
said Mr. De Long. It might be hard lines 
financially at first, but when the people 
know that an earnest man has come among 
them for their good and the good of their 
children and that he has nothing behind him 
but his own determination and their sense 
of justice, he will not long lack for support. 
If the ministry is crowded it is time that 
the young men coming from the seminaries 
learned how to make their own flelds and 
not wait for the vacant shoes of ministers 
who have overstaid their time in estab- 
lished churches. 

If men can make their opportunities in 
the secular occupations, how much more 
ought they to be able to make their oppor- 
tunities to do good for God and humanity! 
It may cost something like poverty, and a 
man must be more strongly staid to endure 
the pecullar discouragements and pinching 
circumstances than in secular pursuits, but 
there never can be such a thing as an over- 
supply of ministers while any field is va- 
cant.

DEATH WAITS CHICAGO’S OAKS. 


In a Decade Most of the Great Trees 
May Be Gone—Other Growths 
Supplant Them. 


The oaks of Chicago and its suburbs are 
going the way of all things mortal. It is 
predicted by nurserymen that within a 
decade no heated city resident can find a 
place of rest under the generous shade of 
one of these trees within forty miles of the 
city’s heart. | 

For years the oak has been the character- 
istic tree of the lake shore section, but the 


_ knell of its doom seems to have been rung. 


It is probable that before long Oak Park 
must take on a new name if the villagers 
wish to have all things consistent. Civiliza- 
tion is the enemy of the old gnarled oak, as 
it is the enemy of the squirrels that ate 
acorns in its branches. Pope 

On the South Side in Chicago, within view 
from.the cars of the elevated railroad, there 
are square blocks on which no buildings 
have been erected and which look desolate, 
for within the last two y the oak trees 
around them have withered and died. Their 


trunks still tower and their branches spread. 


but of green leaves there is not left a vestige. 

The nurserymen say “ Drainage has dona 
this thing.“ and that wherever a drainage 
pipe runs the oak must perish. 

Persons interested in the beautifying of 
their grounds, having foreseen the inevita- 
ble dying of the oaks, have been experiment- 
ing with other trees. The result is that 
though the oak—with all the associations 


which have clung to that tree in every land 


in which it grows—must go, there are other 
trees beautiful in themselves which will 
thrive in the place which the old forest giant 
has left vacant. 

The head gardener at Lincoln Park has 
given some hints as to the comparative 


hardihood of trees and the kind of soil to 


which each tree is adapted. The cause of 
the death of the oaks; he says, is the drain- 
age of the soil, the oak having a tap root 
which takes up a great share of the moisture 
necessary for the tree. The elm, on the 
other hand, has a spreading root and does 
not require anything like the amount of 
moisture needed by the oak. Elms are 
thriving all through the suburbs and in 
many places in the heart of the city itself. 
The soft maple and the catalpa are coming 
to be characteristic trees of the North Side. 
The catalpa does especially well along the 
lake shore. Some of these trees, planted 
nearly twenty years ago, show not a single 
dead twig.

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ASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 13.—Uncle 
Sam has just purchased in Ger- 
many a new air conveyance for war 
purposes, and a queer looking craft 
5 it will be when it gets here. It was 
ordered two weeks ago by General A. W. 
Greely, chief signal officer of the army, 
while in that country subsequent to the in- 
ternational. geographical congress. It is 
‘known as an “air balloon” and represents 
u novel departure in aeronautics. | 
lt consists primarily of a huge, elongated, 
eylindrical, buoyant envelope, with hemis- 
pherical. extremities, and poised obliquely in 
the air at the angle in which a kite files. 
From a point beneath this, and to the rear, 
n secondary cylinder of like proportions, but 
only half the diameter, curls up over the 
rounded back, after the fashion of a squir- 
rel's tail. Swung below, from long 4 1 
is a passenger basket, minute in compariso 
to these upper parts. | 
5 A rope attached to the rear of the greater 
cylinder extends out at an elevated angle 
and is fastened to a large floating disk or 
button-shaped float, from the back of which 
‘files a long kite tail, with funnel-shaped bobs 
arranged along its length. The entire con- 
trivance is held captive to the earth by a 
long cable reeled from a wagon and at- 
tached to the larger cylinder. All of this un- 
usual arrangement and distribution of parts 
nas been devised to insure steadiness, which 
no form of aerial vehicle hitherto has guar- 
Isa Balloon That Breathes. | 
The large cylindricat-envelope, as well as 
the disk-shaped float, is filled with buoyant 
gas. The most interesting characteristic of 
the balloon prover is that it breathes during 
its travels, inhaling and exhaling air as 
needed and automatically. The long en- 
- velope is divided through its lower part by a 
diaphragm comparable to that partitioning 
the interior of the human trunk. The upper 
compartment is filled with gas, while the 
lower compartment is filled simply with alr. 
From the air compartment emerges the 
mouth of the breathing apparatus proper, 
a trumpet-shaped opening facing the direc- 
tion from which the wind comes. The wind is 
admitted through a valve and presses the 
diaphragm against the gas envelope above 
and keeps it tight in spite of the escape or 
contraction of gas. In this manner indenta- 
tions and deformations such as might re- 
sult in a loose balloon from pressure of the 
wind. are prevented. | 
Another trumpet-shaped wind catcher is 
rg ‘attached to the front of the lower end of the 
squirrel tall and keeps’ this constantly in- 
flated, there being no gas in this part. By 
an ingenious system of automatic valves 
air can escape into this tail from the air 
chamber of the great cylinder whenever it 
becomes too plentiful there. By this com- 
plicated respiratory system the entire 
‘series of envelopes is kept hard and tight, al- 
though the gas compartment, as in all bal- 
expands during ascent and con- 
racts during descent. rs | 
The great cable holding this strange air 
' monster captive is rigged to it much as a 
kite cord is rigged to a kite. In other words, 
its attachment gives the great horizontal 
cylinder part of its upward slant, thus im- 
parting the tendency of an aeroplane, to 
rise Poustantiy ajnst the action of 
Wind, however strong.

. the strange characteristic of this 
— one kite is that its bobtall, instead of 
K on down and acting as a weight, as 
that of an ordinary kite, is an isolated, aux- 
‘iliary balloon, which exerts a lifting force. 
‘This auxiliary balloon is the floating disk. 
In structure it might be compared to 4 
at life-preserver, surrounded by a bi- 
cycle tire. These two compartments are in- 
cluded in a common cover, forming a flat 
under side. The space between this cover- 
ing and the interior ring-shaped balloons 
s an air-chamber and is supplied by an- 
other trumpet-shaped wind-catcher, which 
keeps the gas bags as tight as drums. 
The whole, with its flat bottom, is poised 
kitewise, as is the greater balloon. It is 
found that in proportion as the main balloon 
oves, this auxiliary float overcomes a cer- 
tain amount of resistance. Its hanging kite- 
tail, with the sefies of funnels, serves to 
catch the wind, and thus exerts a greater 
pull than could be accomplished by sticks, 
such as used by the schoolboy for his 
The adoption of this balloon for the army 
service results from the fact that long ex- 
rience has proved the inefficiency of the 
rdinary captive war balloon of spherical 
form. The stronger the wind the more acute 
becomes the angle which the cable of the 
spherical balloon makes with the ground. 
In gusts it is subject to violent oscillations 
and in strong winds sometimes dips so low 
as to touch the ground. These defects fre- 
quently prevent observations. : 
At one time it was rumored that the War 
department contemplated adopting man-car- 
’ gying kites, to be used, instead of balloons, in 
windy weather. Investigation, however, 
showed that a kite would be unequal to the 
varying conditions of the wind. Sudden 
calms often occur without warning and 
| would cause kites to drop suddenly from 
. the sky, killing the observers. ; 
When General Greely made a trial ascent 
a fortnight ago in Germany in a balloon 
such as he ordered, he saw that all of these 
objections were obviated. On account of its 
great expanse of kite surface, the new form

degrees from the horizontal. |

Prince of American Game 
Birds Becoming Rare 
in the Woodlands, 


HAS BUT ONE HOPE 


Sportsmen Favor Prohibition 
of Shooting It for Five 


WOOS MATE BY SONG. 


HE race of the woodcock, regarded by 
sportsmen as the prince of American 
game birds, is passing. Word comes 
from the East, the West, and from 
many sections of the North that in the 

places which have known its presence in 
large numbers the bird is now either 8 
stranger or is found only in small num 
There is but one course, the huntsmen gay 
which might be taken to save for future 
generations this feathered king of the low 
damp woodland stretches. A law in every 
State in the union absolutely prohibiting 
their shooting for five years to come would 
give the birds perhaps a new hold on life 
The Illinois game law allows the shoot 
of woodcock during the three autumn 
months. A deputy game warden 
within the week: We have little trouble 
in protecting the woodcock, because prac. 
tically there are no woodcock to protect“ 
In the fleld papers of the East articles hays 
appeared recently which declare that in New 
York and in the New England States the 
day of this bird has nearly gone.

Bird’s Need of Protection. 

Formerly nearly every State 
allowed woodcock shooting to baste ena 
4th of July, the idea being that as the bird 
bred early the young would strong 
enough on the wing by Independence day "i 
afford good sport. The result was that many 
adult birds were killed, leaving broods ot 
little ones unable to care for themselves 
and whose ultimate fate was starvation. 10 
is true that the woodcock nests early oft. 
times when the snow stil] lingers on the 
ground, and when the pools in the early 
mo¢ning hours still have coatings of ice. 

Natural causes, like this and the occur- 
rence of heavy floods, often destroy the first 
nests of the birds. In these cases the hatch- 
Ing of the young is put forward so far that 
the little ones are but half ‘fledged in the 
early days of July. The woodeock, more 
over, is perhaps the only known bird which 
at times, in the case of the destruction of {te 
first nest, will attempt no further house- 
keeping operations for the year.

POLICY IN THIS MOVE. 


LTHOUGH there has been a tendency 
on the part of the English press to 
make light of the remarkable story 
which appeared the other day under 
the title t A New British Intrigue 

in leaded type on the editorial page o the St. 
Petersburg Novoe Vremya, which — —. 
the London Times and the semi-official 
organ of the Czar’s government, yet any one 
who has resided in the Orient and made him- 
self acquainted with the various features of 
the faith of the Prophet will be ready to ac- 
cord to the statements of the Russian news- 
paper the importance and weight which they 
deserve. 

The story in brief is to the effect that the 
British government, having decided to invest 
a Mohammed Sheik with the administra- 


tion of Keranic law at Zeilah—which, with 


the surrounding country, is almost entirely 
populated by Mohammedans—has addressed 
to the Grand Sheik of Mecca a letter request- 


ing him to give his approval to the appoint- 


ment, in his capacity as head of the Moham- 
medan Church throughout the world, and as 
the principal descendant of the Prophet, and 
therefore chief Caliph of Islam. 

This part of the story is not merely likely 


but almost certain to be based on fact, since 


it is in accordance with what are known to 


de the interests and the policy of Great 


Britain. The Novoe Vremya then goes on to 
declare that the English government has 


_ Offered to protlaſm Mecea, Medina, and, in 


fact, all that portion of Arabia in which the 
holy cities are situated, as the property of 
the Grand Sherifiate, assuring to the latter 
the revenues of the holy cities and entire in- 
dependence from the Sultan of ‘Turkey, as 
well as freedom from interference on the. 
part of any other foreign power. 


Long Dreaded by Sultan. 

With regard to these alleged promises of 
Great Britain, they may or may not have 
been made; but the fact remains that the 
possibility of England offering something of 
this kind to the Grand Sherif at Mecca has 
long constituted the chief dread and prin- 
cipal source of nightmare to the Sultan at 
Constantinople, and is regarded by all pos- 
sessed of any knowledge of the East as con- 
stituting a trump card in the hands of Great 
Britain, ready to be played at any opportune 
moment. 

In order to understand the situation it is 
necessary to explain that the present Sultan 
of Turkey has usurped the position of 
Caliph—that is to say, of the spiritual chief 
or Pope of the Mohammedan Church— 
throughout the entire world, and is devot- 
ing immense sums and an extraordinary 
amount of energy to recover in this form the 
power, the prestige, and the importance 
which he has lost as the temporal sovereign 


of the Ottoman empire. Turkish gold and 


Turkish agents are now known to have been 
largely responsible for the otherwise almost 
inexplicable risings of one frontier tribe 
after another against the English in India. 
How eager the Sultan is to push this 
species of pan-Islamic propaganda in sup- 
port of his pretensions to the Caliphate is 
shown in that he has caused all the old 
editions of the Koran, which contained the 
Khadissei Sherifs, or prescriptions and in- 
junctions of the prophet defining the at- 
tributes and qualifications necessary for 
the position of Caliph, to be bought up, 
seized, and destroyed wherever they could 
be found, either at home or abroad, their 
place being taken by new and revised edi- 
tions of the Koran, from which the 
Khadissei Sherifs have been expunged. 
The Ottoman empire, once so powerful 
that it was for hundreds of years regarded 
in the light of a standing menace to all 
Christendom, has now dwindled to the rank 
of a third rate state, which would ere this 
have disappeared’ were it not for _ the 
jealousies of the great powers of Europe, to 
whose suzerainty, de facto if not de jure, 
the Porte has virtually become subject. 
Mortover, there is every likelihood of 
Turkey being still further reduced in size 
and wealth, since Macedonia, Albania, Thes- 
saly, Armenia, and probably Palestine, are 
destined in course of time to share the good 


fortune of Crete, of Bulgaria, and of Rou- 


mania, and to have their Christian popula- 
tion freed from the tyranny of the Sultan. 


Why He Would Be Caliph. 

The only way by which Abdul Hamid can 
hope to arrest this dismemberment of his 
empire is, by recovering in a spiritual and 
ecclesiastical sense the influence and the 
power which he has forfeited as a temporal 
ruler. As Caliph, or supreme head of the 
Mohammedan Church throughout the entire 
world, he would possess a power and an in- 
fluence far superior to that even of the Pope. 

‘For, in the first place, the natives of Asia 
and of Africa are becoming converted, not 
to Christianity, but to Mohammedanism, 
there being hundreds—nay, even thousands— 
of Mussulman proselytes to every Christian 
convert. And although there are in the 
Ottoman empire only 16,000,000 Mohammed- 
Ans all told, there are no fewer than 70,000,000 
of this same faith subject to the rule of 
Queen Victoria in India, many millions more 
inhabiting the dominions of the Czar, some 
15,000,000 or 20,000,000 in China and in the 
Dutch East Indies, and a few millions in 
the Philippine Islands, while the entire 
northern part of Africa as far south as the 
Congo River on the west, and the Zambesi 
on the east is populated with Mohammedans, 
save the Kingdom of Abyssinia. 

To be spiritual head, the blindly obeyed 
chief of all these Mohammedan m- 
lions, whose numbers are constant- 
Iy increasing leaps and bounds, 
and who differ from people of any 
‘other faith in that they are ready at 
any moment to draw their swords and to 
Bacrifice not merely their property but their 
lives in response to the orders of the ec- 
clesiastical dignitary whom they regard as 
‘their Caliph, is an ambition for which one 
cannot blame Abdul Hamid. For were he 
to accomplish his aim he would become even 
more powerful than were the so-called 
Grand Turks of the middle ages. 


Held Guilty of Sacrilege. 


In spite of all the energy displayed. the 


money spent, and the talent for intrigue man- 
ifested by Abdul Hamid, there is no reason 
to believe that the Sultan will succeed in his 
endeavors, although these latter cannot fail 
to produce unrest and complications of one 
‘kind and another in various parts of the 
Mohammedan world. In the same way that 
the Christians of today differ from the Chris- 
tians of medieval times in the possession 
of a far superior standard of education and 


knowledge, so are the Mohammedans of to- 


day more enlightened and progressive than 
the followers of the prophet in centuries 


“gone by. Mussulman ecclesiastics and lay- 
a far more extensive acquaint- 


men possess 

nee with the Koran, with its commands 
and their application to everyday life, than 
formerly. 

It naturally, therefore, follows that rince 
the Sultan's pretensions to spiritual su- 
premacy are contrary to the solemn prescrip- 
‘tions of that portion of the Koran which 
fefines the attributes and the qualifications 
necessary for the Caliphates, they should 
reite keen opposition on the part of all 
the more intelligent followers of the prophet. 
Moreover, the audacious action of Abdul 
Hamid in mutilating the Koran by depriv- 
ing it of those Khadissei Sherifs which con- 
tain the inspired injunctions

as in every sense of the word divine. This 
holy book—that is to say, the Khadissel 
Sherif portion thereof—strictly and explicit- 
ly provides that the Caliph of the Moham- 
medan Church, its supreme pontiff, must be 
a lineal descendant of the prophet who 
founded the faith. 

Now. the Grand Sherif of Mecca fulfills 
the genealogical requirements, being a lineal 
descendant of Hassan, the grandson of the 
Abdul Hamid. on the other hand, 
has no genealogical qualifications whatso- 
ever, his ancestors having belonged to a 
tribe distinguished for its enmity to ‘the 
prophet. He cannot be considered as being 
even in the remotest degree descended from 
Mohammed. and the only foundation on 
which he bases his claim to the Caliphate is 
an alleged cession of the dignity to Sultan 
Selim, the conqueror of Egypt, by the last 
Fatimite Caliph at Cairo, 1516. 4 

This Fatimite Caliph, so called because 


’ descended from Mohammed's daughter Fati- 


mah. had no authority whatsoever to cede 
the title, least of all to one who was by race 
and ancestry legally and theologically dis- 
qualified. - That Sultan Selim's successors 
did not attach any importance to this al- 
leged cession of the title of Caliph on the 
part of the Fatimite Caliph of Cairo is best 
shown in that none of them, down to the 
reign of the present Sultan, ever dreamed 
of including it among his other dignities. 


His Claim Not Recognized. — 

The pretensions of Abdul Hamid to the po- 
sition of Caliph are recogniz< neither abroad 
nor in his own dominions. In Persia. in 
Afghanistan. in the Maiay Mohammedan 
states and in Morocco any Mussulman who 
recognized Abdul Hamid as Caliph or any 
mullah who offered the Friday prayer for 
him in a mosque would be summarily exe- 
cuted as a traitor, while the Sultan of Mo- 
rocco, so far from acknowledging him as 
Caliph, refuses to regard him even as Sultan, 
and declines in the most contemptuous man- 
ner to hold any diplomatic intercourse with 
the Sublime Porte. 

Nearly thirty years ago the Musselmans of 
India, being in doubt as to whether they 
were forbidden by their religion to acknowl- 
edge Queen Victoria as their ruler and to 
offer up prayers for her, resolved to seek 
a solution of their doubts from the head of 
their church. It was not, however, to. the 
Sultan of Turkey, but to the Grand Sherif 
of Mecca, to whom they turned for adyice 
as the only one qualified to speak ex cathedra 
as the supreme head of their faith. 

Even in Turkey itself the Sultan cannot 
be considered as exercising the powers of 
Caliph, in spite of his pretensions to the title. 
According to the Koran, the Caliph is abso- 
lutely supreme in all matters religious as 
well as temporal, and the Sultan is not su- 
preme. In the early days of the Mohammedan 
ligion the Caliphs were wont to give to the 
rincipal acts of their administration the 
sanction of religion by affixing to their de- 
crees and legislative acts the sacred seal 
which assured to the true believers acting 


under it the glory of supporting their faith 


if triumphant or the crown of martyrdom 
in the case of death. , 

When, later on, leaders 
founded dynasties in Persia. fghanistan, 
central Asia, and other remote countries 
far distant from the sea of the Caliphate, 
the power of affixing this seal and of there- 
by giving religious sanction to administra- 
tive acts was delegated to the ulema, or 
ecclesiastical hierarchy, at the head of 
which is the Sheik-ul-Islam. 

Power of Sheik-ul-Islam. 

The office of the latter has times 
been considered as a species pe gee papacy. 
It is nothing of the sort. It is merely a 
kind of ccclesiastical primacy of a Moham- 
medan country. Thus, there is besides the

The Sultan cannot 
declare war or even accept a declaration 
of war from an infidel power without the 


_fetva of the Sheik-ul-Islam, and a proclania- 


tion bearing the fetva of the Sheik-ul-Islam 
and indorsed by the principal ulema, or 
clergy, of the Mohammedan Church in Tur- 
key is sufficient to depose any Sultan from 


his throne. 


The power of the Sheik-ul-Islam is to a 
certain extent tempered by the fact that he 
is appointed by the Sultan and that in 
theory he is removable at the latter’s will. 
Inasmuch, however, as nearly every revolu- 


tion in Constantinople marking the close ot 


a reign has been brought about by the 
clergy, who virtually make and unmake 
Sultans, the monarch is obliged to defer to 
1 5 ot the ulema in the matter. 

e whole of the Arabian peninsula, in 
which the holy places of Islam are situated, 
constitutes theoretically a Turkish province 
under the direction of a Turkish Governor, 
who, making his headquarters at Sanaah, 
maintains garrisons at Mecca, Medina, and 
at the Red Sea port of Jeddah for the pur- 
pose of extorting money which would other- 
wise flow into the coffers of the Grand Sherif 
from the pockets of the pilgrims who flock 
each year in countless thousands from all 
quarters of the Mohammedan world to the 
2 cities. 

It is no exaggeration, however, to state 


Turkish Governor is restricted to only those 
spots actually occupied by the Ottoman 
troops, and that the remainder of Arabia 
is in a state of permanent insurrection 
against the Sublime Porte, the fierce and 
natic Arab tribes by which the peninsula 
habited hating the Turks and the Sultan 
with a far more bitter hatred than they dis- 
play toward Christians. ;

For in 
view of the fact that all India. with its 
000,000 of natives, the greater part of 
as well as probably eight-tenths of 
Africa, are destined to become in course of 
time not Christian but Mohammedan, it is 
of the utmost importance to Great Britain 
that the Caliphate should not be at the 
mercy nor even within the reach of the 
Sultan, but absolutely secure from all out- 
side infilflence and intrigue. 

Russia, France. and even Austria, ‘which 
now has a large number of Mohammedans 
under its sway. of course do not relish the 
notion of the spiritua] supremacy over their 
Mohammedan subjects being exercised by a 
Caliph whe owes his independence to Great 
Britain; it is not surprising that sev- 
eral of these nations should denounce the 
entire scheme as a British intrigue. Still, at 
the same time. they should remember that

ERLIN, Oct. 5.—The fiftieth anniver- 
| sary of the introduction of the electric 
telegraph in Prussia has been cele- 
brated by the publication of a state- 
ly volume by the imperial postoffice. 
The first practical electro-magnetic tele- 
graph was constructed in 1833 by Professors 
Gauss and Weber, in Géttingen, according to 
this narrative. The wire was 3,000 feet long. 
It was regarded as a laboratory experiment. 

In 1837 Steinhill, in Munich, constructed 
a telegraph to transmit written characters, 
and the following year he discovered that 
the earth would serve as the return wire. 
Two years before this Baron Schilling de- 
vised a needle apparatus, and it was im- 
proved by Cooke and Whegtstone, and a 
line 
way, in England. 1 

The oldest telegraph line in Germany was 
built in 1844 near Wiesbaden by William 
Fardely of Mannheim. 
following year to the length of eleven kilo- 
meters. 

In 1845 King William supplied $20,000 to 
pay the expenses of constructing an experi- 
mental line between Berlin and Sans Souci 
Park in Potsdam. Three and a half miles 
were ready for use the next year. It was re- 
garded as a link in the optical military tele- 
graph line between Berlin and Trier by way 
of Magdeburg. Paderborn, and Cologne. 

The following year Lieutenant Siemens 
discovered that gutta percha was a service- 
able insulator and the King ordered a line 
built: to Frankfort and Cologne at a cost of 

500. In 1849 the telegraph line was 
subordinated to the postoffice. On Oct. 1, 
1849, Prussia led the remainder of the con- 
tinent in throwing open all its lines to the 
public use.
